“According to Section 7 of the rules 
of the state association’'a boy may 
not play on a professional team. nor 
receive money himself without in- 
curring high schoo] ineligibility. A 
professional team is interpreted as a 


team which has one or more paid 


players. in its make-up or which. ex- 
pects to divide the proceeds from its 
games either during or at the close 
of the season. Therefore, a boy is 
liable to ineligibility if he himself re- 
ceives money or plays with a team 
which has one or more paid players. 
The fact that the boy did not know 
that any of his team mates were re- 
ceiving money does not alter the case, 
He is ineligible upon proof 'that- any 
of his team mates received pay. He 
may be reinstated at the -expiration 
of ome year at the discretion of the 
executive committee of the council or 
representative council itself. - 

“There are very few “town teams” 
which do not at some time or other 
during the summer, hire a pitcher or 
a battery or some particular player 
to help them out in some particular- 
ly hard game. Boys should be thor- 
oughly acquainted with the fact that 
they run considerable risk of losing 
their right to participate in . high 
school athletics by participating with 
such. teams.”

Tourists’ Outfits 


The Canadian government is liber- 
al in its treatment of equipment tak- 
en by tourists. Practically every 
type of tourists’ equipment‘is admit- 
ted free for the six months periad, 
The.only requirement is that a de- 
posit be made covering the amount 
of duties, which is returned upon ex- 
portation. The tourist must furnish 
the customs officer at the port of 
entry with a report or invoice of his 
outfit, one copy of which is returned 
to the tourist when signed by the cus- 
toms officer with the amount de 
posited marked on it. - 

Duty must.be paid on ammunition 
and provisions brought in with the 
outfit. 

Wearing apparel and personal ef- 
fects, when nat for sale, enter Can- 
ada free as travelers’ baggage. Forty 
cigars or less and one hundred cig- 
arettes or loss, in open packages, 
may also be taken by travelers who 
are not residents of Canada, without
